The nursery business in Humboldt is unfairly known 
abroad, the cause of which can readily be given. This city 
is widely known as a nursery centre and the Humboldt 
nurseries generally recognized. The cause of the bad opin- 
ion that may exist against them is that numbers of men, 
some having never been here, purchase outfits, sample 
books, cases of fruit, ete. hire men, and sell trees as if 


‘from Humboldt. Often no firm is mentioned. If the 


agent, or dealer, as this class of men’ is more properly 
known. is closely pressed he may mention a fictitious 
name or possibly that ef a reputable firm if questioned 


\ by a prominent or well-posted man. The-sales -are thus 


made and -at delivery time stock is- bought at random, 
wherever the cheapest, billed by illiterate hands and 
shipped from Humboldt.. These men are about out of 


- the field,:except in a small way, and soon will be entire- 


ly; as convenient territory is getting hard two find which 


- they have not injured and eannot return to, I have ap- 


pealed to the trade in various ways not -to sell such men ~ 
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except when they supply the saies directly, as I do, 
and becoine directly responsible to customers. So when 
a firm’s reputation is good and its card is presented, a 
purchase can be made with perfect security to the buyer. 
I do not know of a firm today, except my own, but that 
allows their name used thus, At the same time they 
have rigid contracts releasing all obligations so far as 
they are concerned, when the trees are delivered at the 
depot here. 

When my card is handed you remember that I em- 
ploy only such men as I know, or think to be gentle- 
men, and their services is a matter between them and 
myself. I am responsible for the accurate filling of all 
my orders. My system of billing is an item which rec- 
ommends my business when understood by customers 
and nurserymen. Every item sold is entered and the 
total number of trees, representing the footings of the 
various columns of figures, are carefully dug and placed 
on the packing yard before an order is filled. Then 
each delivery is double checked when billed, making 
errors almost impossible. I claim this as an _ original 
feature of my business.

The leading nur- 
serymen of the whole country are taking active steps to 
expose these frauds.

Never allow the roots to dry or failure will most like- 
ly result. 

Every care is taken to secure safe and prompt. trans- 
portation. 

Give explicit directions for shipping. 

Customers will generally ke most successful in get- 
ting desirable assortments by leaving the selection, in 
part, at least, to me, as [ have had much experience in 
testing and growing for market, still I desire everyone to 
have his or her choice as near as possible. 

It is to my own interest to give customers the best 
terms and selections possible. 

I cannot prevent drouths, severe winters, early and 
late frosts, insects, rabbits, etc., or plants from dying as 
a_result of bad treatment in other hands, hence J never 
insure trees to live after leaving my posession, but I do de- 
liver yood. stock, in good order, and true to name. 

While we exercise the greatest diligence and care to 
have all our trees, ete, true to label, and hold myself in 
readiness, On proper proof, to replace all trees, etc., that, 
may prove untrue to label, free of charge, or refund the 
amount paid, it is mutually understood and agreed to 
between the purchaser and myself, that my guarantee of 
genuineness shall in no ease make me liable for any 
sum greater than that originally receiyed for said trees, 
ete., that shall prove untrue. 
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I am responsible to all of my customers and to them 
only, for the character of my goods. To the forwarders, 
the express and railroad companies, I guarantee to deliv- 
er in good condition. With such delivery to forwarders 
my responsibility ceases. 

Notice should be sent me by telegraph, at my ex- 
pense, if there is any cause of complaint, or should the 
trees be refused, stating reasons. Claims for deduction 
from whatever cause, will receive consideration only 
when made promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If 
trees show any signs of sbriveling upon arrival they can 
usually be restored by being thoroughly watered and 
buried entirely under the ground for two or three days. 
Should there be any frost in the trees upon arrival, the 
boxes should not be opened until the frost is all out. 
The presence of frost in the boxes is not to be consid-— 
ered an evidence of bad condition, as we pack to secure |’ 
the trees against damage, if the frost 1s allowed to come 
out in the natural way. Goods will be considered accept- 
ed if removed from the boxes in which they are packed 
without notice of complaint to us, and without my orders 
for their disposition.
